(CP)— McGiU-UnlVênîty ttiéntÙiÛ 
fired their fo^^.th successful' teat 
Bhotr-cmplpylng' a IB Inch .gun-^ 
on Friday. This shot ended the f int 
series In' the University's High Al> 
.tltude Research Program. 

The projécÙie fired on Friday 
' reaçhcd an altitude pf 73,000 feet, 
travelled through the air for two 
miiiutes and 16 seconds, and landed 
off the southeast coast of Barbados. 

Martlet lA, the name given this 
projectile, was equipped with tele- 
metry instruments. Radar, and 
photographic equipment was used 
- for tracking Martlet's course and 
gathering "ballistic and aerodyna- 
mic data". The vehicle's.' depar- 
ture was recorded with high speed 
. sequence cameras worlcing at 
26,000 frames per Àcond. 

University sources said that all 
facilities had lived up to their ex- 
pectations and that , a new series 
of shots which ùWôuldu^scnd pro- 
jectUes to heightiitôt:>SÔO,000 feet 
and more, would begin :in several 
weeks. 

In the meantime officials are 
working . from headquarters in 
Montreal to Increase the efficien- 
cy of present facilities and to 
allow far better tracking of the 
shots. 

The Martlet, a . rocket-shaped 
projectile weighing ; 470 pounds, 
was given the necessary boost by- 
730 pounds of explosives and a 
16 hich calibre naval gun which 
performed the actual task^ of 
launching.

This was the definition of Pan- 
Africanism presented by Dr. C. 
Moyo of M£Giil's Department of 
Surgery, one of the members of 
the panel on Pan-Africanism, 
which took place Friday night, 
as a major feature of Africa 
Week." 

Dr. Michael Oliver, • Professor 
of Political Science at McGiil and 
Federal President of the New 
Democrats, D.E. George, first 
Secretary Permanent lIission«.g£j 
Sierra-Leone to the UN, and-Iw 
.Daniel Savage from the' History 
^Department at Loyola College 
were the. other three members of 
this vpanel, which was mode- 
rated by Professor J.R. Mailory, 
Chairman of the Department of 
Economics and- Political Science 
.at McGiil. 

' Having made his Initial state- 
ment. Dr. Moyo went on to point 
^iit that his concept of Pah-Afrl- 
canism was that of an ardent 

Pan-Afrlcanist. Ho believes that 
the only way for Africa to attain 
a form of dignity in the world 
was to form this type of "senti- 
mental attachment" — a khid of 
Vox-Africa which would uphold 
end defend the interests of the 
different African powers. 

Consolidation Of Negroes .

Dr. Moyo explained that there 
were many barriers to cross be- 
fore Pan-Africanism could ;be 
attained. First of all there was 



the problem of the leaders of the 
new African States, themselves. 
Thèse werè terri/ied of losing the 
power they had so recently at- 
tained; and thus would not sup- 
port any extremist views on Pan- 
Africanism. 

Then, Dr. Moyo illustrated, 
there was the problem , of the di- 
versity of African - cultures and 
outlooks, which it would be dif- 
ficult to reconcile into one union. 
Howcvër, the speaker concluded 
that hé believed that an African 
Union could be achieved and that 
[é|was very_ hopeful of the out- 
come. ' ' .■ ~ . 

Can Be Arranged 

Dr. Savage, from Loyola, next 
in line to present his views, said 
that from an historian's outlook, 
he was a little wary of federa- 
tion in general,, since it was a 
long, difficult road to follow. 
However, on the African ques- 
tion, he remained with the opti- 
mists. "If the African States are 
willing to adjust their langua- 
ges, economies and policies,, I 
feel that .Pan-Africanism can be 
arranged." 

Dr. Savage pointed out that 
those individuals who were con- 
vinced that Pan-Africanism could 
riot work, were the same ones 
who said in the 1940's that inde- 
pendence of African States was 
impossible. 

In introducing the next panel- 
ist, D.E. George, Professor 
Mailory remarked that it would

Capture 31 Seats 
for Clear Maiority; 
NDP Is Opposition

The Lllâerol Party swept Fri- 
day's Model Parliament elec- 
tions, capturing 51.4 per cent of 
the popular vote to gain an ab- 
solute majority of 31 out of-dO 
seats. This wos an increase of 
three seats over last year. 

Iniadditibn, the New Democratic 
Party,^>ob'tiiInIne 29.2 per cent of 
the. vote, to take 18 'seats, an In- 
crease of eight, will replace the 
Progressive Conservatives as the 
Official Opposition. The P.C.'s re- 
ceived 14.2 per' cent of tiic vote 
to scat eight members, eight less 
than last year, while tlie indepen- 
dent Congress Toward Canadian 
Maturity, with 5.2 per cent, took 
three seats, a decline of one. 

Only 1,546 votes were counted 
In the election, in comparison to 
last year's total of 1,067. 

This 'Is the first time in many 
years that a party has obtained 
enough seats to form a majority 
government in Model Parliament 
This year's Parliament will sit, 
Tuesday night at Redpath Hall and 
Wednesday^ night in^e Union 
Ballroom. ' 

Law Support 

The Liberals received their 
strongest support in the Faculty of 
Law, where they took 71 per cent 
of the popular vote. The Faculty 
of Engineering came second by 
casting 62 per cent of their votes 
for the Liberals. . However, they 
ran first in all faculties. 

The New Democrats fared well 
in the Physical Sciences Centre and 
In the Faculty of Medicine, and 
ran second at ail polls except for 
Law. 

Paul Labbe, Liberal Leader and 
Prime Mlnlster-clect, thanked tho- 
se who supported his party as well 
as those club members "who work* . 
cd hard, to bring about this victory." 
He congratulated the other party 
leaders for their' results and for 
"cpndiicthîg- a clean campaign." _ 
. the. Liberal Leader expressed 
belief that "todayfs.'.yoting Is In- 
dicative of. future*^ trends on the 
federal scene," and was made In 
the light of Thursday's activities 
in Parliament 

Orderly Session 
He also predicted that his par- 
ty's absolute majority in Model 
Parliament "will contribute to the 
runnhig of a well-conducted and 
orderly Parliament." He indicated 
that this has .been. his ambition 
"ever since I've been participating 
hi Model — '-"(WÔÊÊÊ' 
Morrie.Baum, theifrSiaKtlSf" 
the New Democrats and ï^adèr'of 
the Opposition in this year's Par- 
liament, expressed' "elatlonT with 
the results. He attributed bis par- 
ty's nearly doubled representation 
to "disillusionment with the old-

We In Quebec have teen both a federal and a provincial 
flection in tha lait eljjht monthi. With a minority government, 
In Ottawa whose hold on the reins of power has become very 
tenuous, the prospect of another election within the next few 
months looms large. It Is to be hoped th<^t the next election will 
leave In Its wake a. mdlorl^ government/ well equipped (to 
guide Canada; a government "capable of taking' positiva ladlen 
on such perplexing questlont as nuclear arms, btcitltàroHim, 
trade expansion, and unemployment/ a government with suf- . 
ficient seats to lead. the House of Commons and Canada. 

However, the 'i/ery Idea of an election gives rise to an 
Important- question. The phenomenon of big business and or* 
ganized labour contributing heavily to the campaign funds of 
political parties has led many people to fear that the Individual 
citizen, while retaining his vote, is losing whatever control he 
had over the policies of the parties; that the big contributors' 
determine the major decisions, while praise of God and mother- 
hood is left as a facade to attract the vote of the man in the 
•treet. 

This fear has prompted several parties to propose a plan 
whereby thoi campaign' expenses of the parlies would be borne 
by tha'publle purse and private donationi severely curtailed; 
the argument being that once freed from financial pressures, 
the parties could really solicit and respond to the will of the 
people. 

• At first blush, this scheme seems to be highly desirable. 
However, its apparent simplicity conceals certain serious diffi- 
culties. All the proposals envisage payment of the expenses of 
parties which obtained a fixed minimum percentage of the 
votes in the preceding election, with the percentage ranging 
from 5 to 25%. Such a formula, we are told, would inhibit, the 
proliferation of splinter groups which would otherwise be free 
to run candidates at public expense. Visions of madmen cam*, 
paigning with the taxpayers', money are presented to justify ' 
restrictions on the funds. ^• 

There is, however, another side to this coin. While admit- 
tedly discriminating against- the frivolous fringes, such restric- 
tions would necessprily strike a blow against all. serious new 
movements. With private donations strictly curtailed,' public 
funds unavailable, and electoral expenses rising very rapidly 
tha chances of a vibrant new force arising would be virtually 
non-existent. 

e 

- Admittedly Canadian history shows that our system func- 
tions best when there ore only two big parties. Nevertheless It 
also shows that the, somewhat transitory, small parties have 
been the source of many of the big ideas, the major break- 
throughs.. In Innumerable cases it.has been the smalf jiartles 
which Introduced and fought for what seenied like revolution- 
ary ideas, until these Ideas had gained sufficient acceptance 
to be adopted and implemented by the major parties. They 
have been invaluable Innovators In Canada's development,* ' 
and should be preserved. 

- In the light of such competing factors, what formula can 
we derive whereby public finoncing of election campaigns,- ad- 
■mittedly desirable, would not discriminate against smallness 
per ia, but only against parasitic adventurism.. The solution 
may lie in a formula that takes Into account both the percent- 
age of the vote oblaiiièd by a party and the'^nomber of candi- 
dates if puts forth. With 265 seals available, a party might be 
required to field candidates In 80% or 212 constituencies. This ' 
would force any new parly to cover most of Canada,' as Indeed 
It must if it Is ever to emerge as « possible government. 

No formula, yet produced, provides a perfect solution. 
The problem is a serious one. Some solution is desirable. How- 
ever, we must be corfoln that the cure will not prove worsa 
than the disease. Until we ore, perhaps we should, with Ham- 
lot,, "rather bear those ills we hove, than fly to others that wa 
know, not oP'.

In fact I would Imagine many 
nonUewIsh students have had the 
embarrassing oxperionea ef .ma- 
king soma remark about "trip* 
ping ever the long nesas In the 
law faeulty".-or somalhing equal- 
ly witty and -finding out that 
they were standing beside a- 
Cohan or a Rabinoviteh. 

This sort of- thing is painfully 
evident in many aspects of Uni- 
versity, life. Fortunateîr, It' 

. seems, that with respect to ad- 
missions, this'^lamtivraiiently 
the case. . ChimceUcHFf Powdl re- 
:eeatlyj[pplnted\'6ut that a can- 

Adldàte^is^sèneirally accepted or 
rejected before his relifiion Is 
made known to the admitting 
authorities. Also in athletics, It 
seems a man is usually ranked 
according to his prowess on the 
field rather than his race. 

But in the case of student 
activities, for example, anti- 
scmitlsm, as evidenced by en- 
forced exclusivencss, Is wide- 

'Spread. The McGill Daily \m 
edited almost entirely by Jews 
apart from certain commenta- 
tors on the artistic scene. Last 

. year a member of the Managing 
Board was appointed i^cipaljyji 
because there had to be one geh-*^ 
tile name on the masthead. This 
is not an example of jDutrlflJit 
discrimination, of â^uini^^but 
the situation wouIdtnSl^iae if 
gentiles weris wlllbig^to forget 
racial differences, as Indeed a 
few do. The Debating Union hu 
been another organization com- 
posed almost entirely of Jews. 
On the other hand, the Union 
BoQrd of Managers has very 
seldom had any Jewish members 
over last few years — indeed it 
Is usually composed of members 
of 2 or ' 3 specific (gentile) 
fraternities. 

Fraternity Bias 

Hero is another Instance of 
anti-semitism : fraternities. Al- 
though several gentile houses 
in recent years have admitted 
soUtary^Jtoïwuthe, majority are 
contentjtojlMlfSalusive. in some 
cases expressly' so. I do not be- 
lieve this is the fault of the 
fraternity system, but rather of 
the more. shortsighted and pro- 
vinchil of its members, who real- 
, ly don't care about the larger 
issues, being content to enjoy 
the parties. In fact, those gentile 
fraternities which have had the 
benefit of a Jewish member, 
particularly if he is at all articu- 
late or intellectually inclined, 
have a very broadening effect 
upon individual members who 
talce out half an hour for a 
frank discussion with their Jew- 
ish brother. 

Apart from organized exclu- 
slveness, there are also few he- 
terogenous social groups at Mc- 
Gill, except where a common 
academic interest may be so 
strong as to carry over into the 
local tavern after class. But the 
gang that gathers after English 
100 at. 8 o'clock Isn't mixed.

It is trua, as Chancellor Powell 
has pointed out, that birds of a 



feather flock together. But habit 
Is a weak justlf ieallon for discri. 
' mlnatloii, to say the least. And 
exeiusivenass, using the word in 
. tha nasty sensé, begins In little 
after— class gatherings. , 

All along, of course, I've been 
assuming that the mixing of 
Jews and non-Jews Is beneficial 
to both groups. I say this on 
several grounds: In the first 
place, if there are bad traits 
shared by the members of one 
group but not the other, mixture 
will tend to bring these faults 
Into the open and Jessen thehr 
effects.

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one group but "not the other, 
•gain there will be beneficial 
effects. Secondly, the important 
broadening of mind which fol- 
lows necessarily from intimate 
contact with those of different 
^cultural background^ will take 
?^Iàçèiwith respect tb.both races., 
Thirdly, - and most * important, 
mixing Jews and non-Jews will 
. lead to a lessening of harmful 
discrimination,- whether It be in 
the form of simple sneering or 
In the more advanced areas of 
business persecution. 

What are the gentile argu- 
' nients against Jews? 'Exclusive- 
ncss, loudness, love of money, 
strange religion, long noses, 
rudeness , etc, etc. — dozens of 
irrational generalizations picked 
up as a result of seldom being in 
close contact with them, many 
based on fear of the unknown. 
It is sufficient to point out that 
In a recent authoritative survey, 
it was found that most critics 
of Jews made contradictory 
criticisms— that is to say, they 
would agree to any statement 
provided, . tt^,,.was antl-semlUc, 
even if .it f contradicted one of 
their own previous statements. 
(Example: Jews are exclusive 
and always stick by themselves, 
and, Jews are always trying to 
worm their way into gentile re- 
' sidentlal areas.) 

If there are any criticisms 
which can be made of Jews In 
general, they should be made 
by sociologists, not by indiv- 
iduals whose only contact with 
them is • in the Gaza strip 
(meaning, for those few who 
aren't in the know, the smoking 
corridor at Rcdpath' library). 
The same of course holds true 
for gentiles, although as any 
gentile will tell you there is 
.really nothing wrong with his 
race. " . 

What. Is., really, tragic about 
'the situation Is that tha division 
,whleh manifests Itself on the 
McGIII campus becomes of much 
greater significance outside the 
sphere of the University. Upon* 
graduation, Jews find thcmsol. 
ves unable to find satisfactory 



positions In 'the major banks. 
Insurance companies, railways, 
and In many Important Industrial 
flrms.,J: personally have access 
to doeiimenis proving beyond a 
shadow of a doubt that a very 
largo and well-known Montreal 
company refuses (or at least re- 
fused) applicants on the grounds 
that they are of the Jewish faith. 
To put It In Jewish terms. If ■ 
nearly Impossible for them to 
get Into "legitimate business", 
so ' that they are forced Into 
fields where monopolistic gen- 
tile practices won't knock tliem 
-out of business, such a» the 
clothing industry. And what Is 
the Bsntile reaction to this? 
"Dirty • busiheu, that clothing 
racket. Full of Jews." It Is safe 
to say that more than one of the 
firms whose chairman or pre-, 
sidents are on our own Beard 
of. Govarners are antl-semltic in 
practice. 

This is the dismal fact which 
a graduating Jew must face. 
Beyond this, of course, he will 
have to put up with multitudi- 
nous petty dlscrimhiatlons rang- 
ing from seeing thé words "Sam- 
my is a Kike" scrawled in chalic 
on the street to having his son 
find out he is not allowed to 
play with the other kids down 
the street because their mother 
found out he was Jewish. To 
give you a different kind of 
example, I know personally of 
one good Christian family which 
took a $5,000 cut in the sale 
price of theh: home hi order to 
avoid selling to Jews. 

Traits Noticeable 

One aspect 'of the problem 
which is very revealing, con- 
cerns the psychology of the anti- 
somite's character. According to 
authoritative surveys, it .turns 
out that the man who hates Jews 
tends to have certain concomi- 
tant characteristics: he tends to 
be economically conservative 
(Socialism is evil)," anti-femin- 
inistie (women .belong In the 
kitchen), pro in-group (Quebec 
is a clerical-fascist state), and 
Insensitive (capital punishment 
is necessary). In general, he 
tends to be -moulded after the 
ideal of a 10th centiiry British 
aristocrat' '■< 

' What can^wa'as itudenta do 
about this. question? What McGill 
people wlll'do'^ii^clear: they will 
•it back comfortably and do ab- 
solutely nothing. What they 
could do, through sheer effort 
of will, is make a significant 
contribution toward solving a 
largo problem. I am of tho opin- 
ion that tho problem is largely 
one of will: If we wanted to 
change the situation, we prob- 
ably could. Gentiles would go out 
of their way to get to know Jews, 
fraternities would knock down 
tho barriers, campus organiza- 
tions would explicitly try to 
cause mixing, Hillel would hold 
seminars on Christianity and 
agnosticism, the Daily would 
print articles on the problem, 
Professors would spend a few 
minutes in class discussbg the 
problem, and so on. In short, the 
Jewish problem will only be 
solved if it is ahred In public, 
in an atmosphere of complete 
and courageous frankness.

The weeks of preparation 
(and months for some cases) 
will end Thursday at 8:30 pm 
when the curtain rises on Mc- 
Gill's. newest Revue. Indiscrim- 
inately satirical, some of its 
major blows are directed at a 
wily Uscd-Car-Salesman-Turned- 
Politician named Rial Honnife, 
and his friends in the Easy 
Credit Party. 

The one-two punch is .com- 
..pleted with a sUck and excru- 
ciatingly handsome young blade, 
named John Turnip, another 
MP whose major claim to fame 
is .that he has danced with a 
certain Princess of the royal 
.blood. This brings him all the 
available girls, and more im- 
portant, their votes. 

With music by Mike Blumen- 
stein, choreography and direc- 
tion by Glenn Gibson, and the 
book of Dave Mayerovitcb. 
'Something' has a cast of over 40 
people, some of whom were 
commissioned at the last minute 
as walk-ons.

The only paid member of the 
crew is Director-Choreographer 
Glenn Gibson. Revues have tra- 
ditionally selected a profession- 
al to put the show together and 
make It Into a pro offering. 
Gibson has planned dances for 
many CBC programs, and is a 
solo dancer with the Canadian 
Opera Company. 

This is his first experience 
with rank amateurs and he con- 
fosses that he is enjoying it. His 
resources of patience are and 
must be infinite, although at ti- 
mes it seems that the bottom 
may have been found, but It ne- 
ver Is. 

Great • scenes. Some of the 
greitt scenes of the Revue take 
place during the rehearsals. 
The fact that most are not In 
the script means very little. 

One girl was having a bit of 
trouble producing a suitable 
scream after supposedly being 
pinched by some fellow right 
where any fellow would natural- 
ly pinch her. She obviously suf- 
fered from some mental block. 



or fear, or simply a lack of ap- 
propriate experience. 

In any case, she still hasn't 
got it down pat. But don't wor- 
ry, because the fellow who does 
the pinching knows exactly what 
he's going to do on opening 
night to make sure the scene 
comes off properly, and that 
little girl won't have to do any 
acting. 

There is another number whe- 
re some bunnies do a particular 
dance step commonly known as 
touching one's toes. They ha- 
ven't yet rehearsed in their cos- 
tumes, but as an indication of 
what may come, several have 
had trouble with the seams on 
the back of their jeans. 

There have also been several 
Instances which, if repeated on 
stage, could result in libel suits 
— like calling a character in the 
play by his real name, rather 
than the stage corruption there- 
of. 

But as the rehearsals move 
ahead, these errors become few- 
er and fewer, which may lift the 
morale of the cast, but certainly 
destroys a lot of the sense of 
adventure Inherent in following 
the show from embryo to polish- 
ed product.

v^ell as a life of ease and luxury at the expense of the people." 



Robert UacLaren, a graduate of 
Mount Allison uidvenity, lald In 
the university's newspaper that the 
government has' forced the peo- 
ple to ^ve up their independent 
lives in the small jungle farm com- 
munities, where they were happy, 
and brought them into the urban 
areas where "they are confused, 
bewildered by a life too compli- 
cated and relegated to life as ser- 
vants and petty clerics". 

"The leaders, In order to impress 
the world with their own importan- 
ce, have combined the communi- 
ties into a country so that they can

represent a great nation," MacLa- 
ren says in his report. 

He says the people now have 
to pay taxes "for a prestige mer- 
chant marine and an international 
airline, both of which lose money 
due to lack of business." 

Too much money Is being. paid 
expatriates who are teaching them 

to operate these losing ventures. 
The people are playing for a dam 
project they don't need; teachers 
from Britain and American who 
cannot adopt themselves to the 
Ghanian way of life. 

Few people can go baclc to the 
farms they left, as these have now 
been talten over by the State. Hie 
few that do get back find "they 
are. now producing for the State 
and not themselves," MacLaren 
says. 

"It is a vicious circle, with the 
leaders getting every cent they can 
and the poor with no hope for the 
future. Fortunes are being stoclc 
piled in Switzerland because Gba 
na's resources arc running out and 
the end is in sight for the leaders," 
MacLaren claims. 

"Neither thehr way of thinUng. 
nor thehr economic position, nor 
their dbnate will ever allow them 
to be the great nation that they 
are striving to be. 

"However, if left to themselves, 
they would have a life every bit as 
full to them as ours is .to us. For 
the sake of a few, many must suf 
fer,'^tiie' report concludes.

"There is a basic desire for reco- 
gnition wliich binds all Negroes 
together and this would serve as 
one of the fundamentals of an 
African union." 

George argued Dr. Moyo's 
pohit that Fan-Africanism must 
combat neoKiolonialism. Many of 
the neo-colonialist states arc al- 
so for Pan-Africanism, and just 
because they accept foreign aid, 
this docs not make' them against 
an African union. Foreign aid, 
George illustrated, is necessary 
for under-developed -'nations. If 
they want to progress and beco- 
me partners in a union. 

The Voice Of Ignorance 

Professor Oliver, the last pa- 
nelist, began his address by re- 
marking that' his role was to be 
"the voice of ignorance". "I come 
unburdened with excessive know* 
ledge," pointed out the Profes- 
sor, "and I shall présent you 
with the typical Western, and. 
superficial version of the ques-, 
lion of Pan-Africanism." 

Professor Oliver then explain' 
ed that it was difficult to define 
what shape Pan-Africanism 
would take, since the bonds 
which exist between the various 
units at present are extremely 
superficial. "Africa does not ha-, 
ve the basis of a state structure 
except on a tribal level, and a 
great effort will be required in 



the practical job of creating a 
union". 

Shared Subjection 
There are several factors, 
however, which will aid the com* 
ing of Pan-Africanism, ^d Oil* 
ver. "There is the common feel- 
ing of sharing the subjection of 
the past, and a desire to attain a 
status of real equality. Besides 
this, there are no deeply rooted 
feelings of conflict between the 
African States as there are In 
Europe today. This should make 
Pan-Africanism easier to obtain." 

Speaking from the point of 
view of a Canadian, Oliver stated 
that he sympathized with thé. 



Pan-Africanists and wished to see 
them l>urying the pettiness of 

their differences and rising as 
an example for the rest of the 
world. 

At the end of the evening, 
Sacd Mirza, President of the In- 
ternational Students' Association, 
declared that it was a shame — 
since Africa Week had as one of 
Its aims to acquaint McGlil stu- 
dents with Africa — that only 
two students, who were not mem- 
bers of the ASA, had seen fit to 
attend any of the programs. "I 
am rather disappointed in this 
apparent lack of Interest," said 
Mirza.

Intelligent Deliberation 
Charles Dalfen, Chairman of Mo- 
del Parliament, agreed that, the 
election were run "on a very clean 
basis. I hope Parliament will be 
run on as high a level so that 
important Issues, especially in the 
face of current developments on 
the federal political scene, can 
be intclligently deliberated and 
decided." 

Progressive Conservative Party 
Chairman Mike Vinebcrg agreed 
that events in the federal House 
probably - influenced his party's 
poor showing, but declined to ela- 
borate.

"The 
coverage was never better," he 
said, sarcastically. 

CTCM Leader Robert Prlnsky 
hidlcated that he did not consider 
the elections a defeat. "It is natural 
that the mounting resentment 
against the Diefenbaker govern- 
ment should be channelled toward 
the Liberals and the New Demo- 
crats," he said. ■' i
